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Antioch Voters Approve 
Grade School Tax Rise 
by 69-2 Vote Saturday 

Building Program Delayed 

Until 1948; Money Put 

Into Bonds 



Village Board to Meet 
On June 17 to Provide 
>. Estimates for Budget 



Antioch voters responded to the ap- 
peal of the t;rade school board for 
a one-tenth mill increase in taxes to 
take care of increased costs by a GO 
to 2 favorable vote Saturday. 

The voters approved a .91 per cent 
tax for general school purposes and 
this action will be certified to the 
county treasurer. It was estimated 
by the school authorities that on the 
basis of this year's shortage, $6,500 
more will be needed for the 1947-48 
school year to prevent any deficit. 

The board has decided to postpone 
its building program until next 
spring, when it is expected that bids 
will be let for the addition to the 
present building to take care of an 
auditorium, gymnasium and four 
classrooms. 

The lack of a supreme court de- 
cision, on the school consolidation 
measure, and the uncertainty of the 
Butler bills stymied any action this 
year, and the lateness of the decision 
on both made it necessary to carry 
the building program over to 1948. 

The $140,000 worth of school bonds 
have been sold and the money put in 
government bonds and deposited in. 
the Federal Reserve bank at Chicago 
until such time as it wilt be needed. 

It is probable that the grade school 
will have to use the high school 
auditorium next year as was done' 
this year. 



Because of so much business on 
hand and needs for further action 
and discussion the vitlagc board of 
trustees adjourned Tuesday evening 
until Tuesday, June 17 when they 
will study the new budget item by 
item. 

Attorney McGaughcy explained pro- 
cedures to new members of the board, 
showing that it is necessary to pass 
an ordinance providing for estimated 
expenditures and needed income for 
the year so that the tax estimates can 
be known by the county treasurer by 
Aug. 1. 

The license committee made its 
report on the liquor license petition- 
of Mrs. G. B. Bluhm, but no action 
was taken. 

Clcte Vos was reappointed fire 
chief for another term. 

A resolution transferring $10,000 
worth of water fund bonds to the 
building fund was passed.

An ordinance calling for the is- 
suance of $32,000 worth of revenue 
bonds to finance the village's new 
sewage treatment plant was passed 
by the board Tuesday evening. 

The bonds covering a 10-year per- 
iod will draw 3 per cent interest and 
will be amortized from the earnings 
of the water and sewage department. 

A resolution was first adopted 
combining the water and sewage de- 
partment forming a unit from which 
profits can be drawn in redeeming 
the bonds. 

The plans and specifications for 
the proposed new sewage system as 
prepared by Architect David Miller 
of Great Lakes were then officially 
adopted. 

The lengthy ordinance drawn up by 
the Phillips-White Co. of Chicago 
was then adopted and the way is now 
paved for seeking bids, awarding the 
contract and completing the job. 

The ordinance provides that ad- 
ditional revenue bonds may be issued 
if more money is needed in the fu- 
ture. 

"The sewage plant is the one thing 
we want to and must get done this 
year," said President George B. Bart- 
lctt. 

Because the bonds will be paid off 
from revenues it will be unnecessary 
to place the matter before the voters 
in a referendum.

Antioch's rescue squad on Monday 
evening recovered the body of 9- 
ycarold Robert Markiewicz, one of 
two Chicago boys drowned Thursday 
in the icy waters of Lake Catherine. 

The body of the other boy, Jerry 
Broniarczyk, aged 10, was recovered 
three hours previously by a Chicago 
diver, John Carroll. 

Both boys drowned in 62 feet of 
walcr in the center of the lake when 
the boat in which they and their 
fathers were fishing was overturned 
by a large wave. The men were 
saved.

ORDINANCE RELATING 
TRAFFIC AND REGULATING THE 
USE OF I'UIILIC STREETS IN 
THE VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH; PRE- 
SCRIRING REGULATIONS RELA- 
TIVE TO THE PARKING OF 
VEHICLES UPON SUCH STREETS; 
PROVIDING FOR PURCHASE, LEA- 
SING, ACQUIRING, INSTALLA- 
TION, OPERATION, MAINTEN- 
ANCE, SUPERVISION, REGULA- 
TION AND CONTROL OF THE USE 
OF PARKING METERS AND PRO- 
VIDING FOR THE PAYMENT 
THEREOF; DEFINING AND PRO- 
VIDING FOR THE ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF PARKING METER 
ZONES UPON THE' PURLIC 
STREETS AND FOR AN ENFORCE- 
MENT THEREOF AND PROVIDING 
PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

WHEREAS, because of the location 
of streets, the volume of traffic and 
limited areas for parking, serious 
traffic conditions have prevailed in 
the Village of Antioch and free 
movement of traffic is, and has been, 
impeded for some lime In the main 
section of the Village; and 

WHEREAS, attempts to regulate 
the traffic and parking in the afore- 
said areas have not been a solution 
to said problem: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT OR- 
DAINED by the President and Board 
of Trustees of the Village of Antioch, 
Lake County, State of Illinois: 

SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS: 
Whenever in this ordinance the fol- 
lowing terms are used, they shall 
have the meaning respectively ascrib- 
ed to them in this section: 

STREET. Every way set apart for 
public travel, except alleyways, bri- 
dle paths and foot paths. 

ROADWAY. That portion of a 
street between the regularly esta- 
blished curb tines. 

SIDEWALK. That portion of a 
street between the curb lines and 
the adjacent "property lines. 

VEHICLE. Any devise by which 
any person or property may be trans- 
ported upon a public highway, ex- 
cept those operated upon rails and 
permanent tracks, 

^PARKING METERS. A mechani- 
cal device located upon a public 
"street or sidewalk in a place regu- 
larly designed as a parking /one as 
hereinafter defined, which device 
shall record a certain number of 
minutes by Hie use of a clock me- 
chanism determining the period of 
time for which parking privileges 
may be extended to the person so de- 
positing a coin. 

PARKING METER ZONE. A cer- 
tain designated and marked off sec- 
tion of the public street within the 
marked boundaries where the' vehicle 
may be temporarily parked and al- 
lowed to remain for such period of 
time as the parking meter attached 
thereto may indicate. 

SECTION 2, Parking meter zones 
as herein above described, are here- 
by created on the following streets in 
the Village of Antioch: Main Street, 
between Park Avenue and Orchard 
Street; and from time to time here- 
after as traffic conditions require on 
such streets and avenues and other 
streets and avenues, or such other 
locations as provided by resolution 
of the Board of Trustees of the Vil- 
lage of Antioch for the location of 
such zones. 

SECTION 3. And in said parking 
meter zones the Board of Trustees 
shall cause parking meters to be in- 
stalled in such numbers and at 
such places as in their judgment 
may be necessary to the regula- 
tion, control, and inspection of 
the parking of vehicles therein, 
including the reservation of loading 
zones for commercial vehicles and 
shall cause parking meter spaces to 
be designated as hereinafter pro- 
vided. The Board of Trustees shall 
fix the time limitations for legal 
parking in such zones and the hours 
during the day when the parking me- 
ter or meters must be used and when 
the time limitations shall be effec- 
tive, in compliance with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance, and shall in- 
dicate the time limitations by desig- 
nating tie same on the parking meter 
or meters or by appropriate signs 
posted in proximity to said meter or 
meters in said zone. 

SECTION 4. The President and Vil- 
lage Clerk of said Village is hereby 
authorized to carry out the terms of 
any contracts heretofore or hereafter 
entered into by the Board of Trust- 
. ccs of said Village for the purchase, 
leasing, acquiring, installation, oper- 
ation, maintenance, supervision, regu- 
lation, and use of the parking meters 
provided for in this ordinance, whe- 
ther for trial period or otherwise. 
The payment for such parking meters 
and installation to be provided for 
solely from the receipts, funds and 
revenues obtained from the opera- 
tion of said parking melers without 
in any manner obligating the Vil- 
lage to pay for the same from any 
other source. 

SECTION 5. The parking meters in- 
stalled in the parking meter zones 
as established and provided for in 
Section 2 hereof, shall be placed 
upon the curb immediately adjacent 
to the individual parking places here- 
inafter described. Each parking me- 
ter shall be placed or set in such 
manner as to show or display by a 
signal that the parking space adja- 
cent to such meter is or Is not legally 
in use. Each parking meter installed 
shall indicate by a proper legend the 
legal parking time established by the 



Village and when operated shall In- 
dicate on and by its dial and pointer 
the duration of the period of legal 
parking and on the expiration of 
such periods, shall indicate illegal 
or over parking. 

SECTION 0, The Superintendent of 
Streets shall have markings painted 
or placed upon the curb and / or 
upon the street adjacent to each park- 
ing meter for the purpose of designa- 
ting the parking space for which said 
meter is to be used and each vehicle 
parking adjacent or next to any 
parking meter shall park within the 
lines or markings so established. It 
shall be unlawful and a violation of 
this ordinance to park any vehicle 
across any such tine or marking or 
to park said vehicle in such position 
that the same shall not be entirety 
within the area so designated by such 
lines or markings. 

SECTION 7. When any vehicle 
shall be parked in any space adjacent 
to which a parking meter is located 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this ordinance, the operator of said 
vehicle shall, upon entering the said 
parking space, immediately deposit 
or cause to be deposited a one or 
five cent coin of the United States, 
in such parking meter, and put such 
meter in operation, and failure to 
deposit such coin and put the meter 
in operation shall constitute a viola- 
tion of this ordinance and shall sub- 
ject such person to the penalty pre- 
scribed hereinafter. 

SECTION 8. Upon placing such 
meter in operation as aforesaid the 
parking space may be lawfully oc- 
cupied by such vehicle for a period 
of twelve (12) consecutive minutes 
for each one cent coin of the United 
States deposited therein up to one 
hundred twenty (120) minutes, or for 
a period of sixty (GO) consecutive 
minutes for. each five cent coin of 
the United States deposited therein 
up to one hundred twenty (120) min- 
utes and payment of the aforesaid 
amounts for the above periods shall 
be made for parking in the" areas 
set forth hereinabove. If any such 
vehicle shall remain parked in any 
such parking space beyond the park- 
ing time limit as fixed by the coin 
or coins deposited in such meter for 
such parking space, the parking me- 
ter shall by its dial and pointer in- 
dicate such illegal parking and in 
that event, such vehicle shall be con- 
sidered parked overtime and beyond 
the period of legal parking time and 
shall constitute a violation of this 
ordinance and the owner or operator 
thereof shall be punished as herein- 
after set out. 

SECTION 0. It shall be unlawful 
and a violation of the provisions of 
this ordinance for any person to de- 
face, injure, tamper with, open or 
wilfully break, destroy, or impair 
the usefulness of any parking meter 
installed under the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

. SECTION 10. It shall be unlawful 
and a violation of the provisions of 
this ordinance to deposit or cause to 



be deposited in any parking meter, 
any slug, device or metallic substi- 
tute, or any other substitute for a 
one cent or five cent coin of the 
United States. 

SECTION 11. It shall be the duty 
of the Police Officers of the Vlllogc, 
acting In accordance with instructions 
issued by the Chief of Police, to 
report: 



(a) The number of each parking fund, 
meter which indicates that the vehi- 
cle occupying the parking space ad- 
jacent to such parking meter Is or 
has been parking In violation of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance. 

(b) Tho"*State license number of 
such vehicle, 

(c) The time such vehicle is park- 
ing in violation of any of the provi- 
sions or this ordinance. { 

(d) Any other facts, or knowledge 
of which is necessary to a thorough 
understanding of the circumstances 
attending such violation. 

Each such police officer shall also 
attach to such vehicle a notice to the 
owner or operator thereof that such 
vehicle has been parked in violation 
of a provision of this ordinance and 
instructing such owner or operator 
to report to the Police Station of the 
Village of Antioch, in regard to such 
violation. Each such owner or opera- 
tor, may, within 24 hours of the time 
when such notice was attached to 
such vehicle pay to the Desk Serg- 
eant at the Police Station as a penal- 
ty for and in full satisfaction of such 
violation, the sum of Fifty cents. The 
failure of such owner or operator to 
make such payment within 24 hours, 
shall render such owner or operator 
subject to the penalties hereinafter 
provided, for the violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

SECTION 12. Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, and any person who aids, 
abets, or assists therein, shall, upon 
conviction thereof (by the Police 
Court) be subject to a fine of not to 
exceed more than One Hundred Dol- 
lars (5100.00) for each offense or 
violation. 

SECTION 13. The coins required 
to be deposited in parking meters as 
provided herein are* hereby levied 
and assessed as fees to provide for 
the proper regulation and control of 
traffic upon the public streets, and 
also the cost of supervision and regu- 
lation of the parking of vehicles in 
the parking meter zones created 
hereby, and to cover the cost of the 
purchasing, leasing, acquiring, in- 
stallation, operation, maintenance, 
supervision, regulation and control 
of the parking meters described here- 
in. 

SECTION 14. The Board of Trust- 
ees shall designate such collectors 
and methods as arc necessary to pro- 
perly collect all coins deposited in 
the meter boxes. Such collectors shall 
be only such employes as are now 
or hereafter duly bonded in the sum 
of not less than One Thousand Dol- 
lars (Sl.000.00) for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties. All money 



so collected shall be deposited' with 
the collector of the Village, provided, 
however, a separate fund (or ac- 
counting) shall be maintained at all 
times of such money so deposited. 

SECTION 15. All penalty fees col- 
lected by the Police Department of 
the Village of Antioch shall be de- 
posited with the collector of said 
j Village and credited to the Corporate
